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TAX BILLS 


The Assessors of Wilmington 
had their tax bills for 1964 tied 
up, last Thursday, at 2:15 pm, in 
an almost unprecendented actior, 
when papers were served by the 
Superior Court, because of two 
sults entered against the Asses- 
sors, 

Until the suits are settled the 
town will be unable to get much 
money except by borrowing. 

It recently borrowed $300,000 
in a ‘regular’ transaction, but will 
probably be forced to borrow more 
because of the tax-tie up. 

‘The town has agreed not to send 
out any property tax bills until 
after September 14th, when a trial 
in the Middlesex Superior Gourt 
will determine whether the pro- 
Posed 1964 assessments amount 
to an unconstitutional discrimina- 
tion, 

The agreement, technically, is 
@ ‘stipulation’, and was exacted on 
behalf of the twenty seven organ- 
ized taxpayers by Attorneys Joseph 
F Courtney, of Wilmington, and 
Alexander Finger of Boston, who 
represent the taxpayers. 

The preliminary skirmish took 
place in Suffolk Superior Court 
before Judge Reuben Lurie on 
Monday morning, 

Attorney Charles Ewing, an as- 
Sociate of Town Counsel Philip 
Buzzell, in the Boston law firm of 
Hemenway & Barnes, represented 
the Town, in the Town Counsel’s 
absence, Mr Buzzell 1s on vacation 
in New Hampshire, 

The agreement was an important 
advance for the taxpayers, Ifthe 
stipulation had not been obtained, 
or if the Judge had refused to issue 
a restraining order against the 
Town, the taxpayers could have 
been prevented from going to trial 
on their complaint, In the language 
of lawyers, the issues would have 
become ‘moot’, 

By mailing out taxbills the Town 
would have gone so far in the tax 
collection proceedure that the 
Court would be unable to order the 
Assessors to rescind the increases 
imposed on the commercial and 
industrial land in Wilmington, 

‘The town also agreed, through 
Attorney Ewing, toa ‘speedy filing’ 
of its answers to the taxpayers on 
or before next Tuesday, Sept. 8th.

TIED UP 


The Judge ordered trial on the 
two petitions to begin on Sept, 14th 
in Middlesex Superior Court, It 
will be the ‘first case out’ in the 
new trial season, this fall, 

The court action was initiated 
on August 25th by two separate 
petitions, one headed by John R 
Evans of Ballardvale Street, and 
the other by Joseph and Salvatore 
Leto of the General Thermodynam- 
ics Corporation. 

The Evans peitition is a ‘ten 
taxpayers’ suit, brought under the 
provisions of the General Laws, 
which allows a group of ten or 
more aggrieved tax payers to pe- 
tition the Superior Court to bar 
the illegal raising or expenditure 
of monies by a Town, 

The Leto petition, in which all 
the signers of the Evans suit joined 
is brought under General Laaws 
Chapter 231, and asks for a de- 
claratory judgement that Wilming- 
ton’s assessros are acting in vio- 
lation of the State Constitution, and 
of the General Laws governing 
taxation, 

Judge Lurie, Monday morning, 
observed that the action ‘seems to 
be in violation of the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Spring- 
field Case’, and further observed 
that the case was of sufficient im- 
portance to ask that the Chief 
Justice of Massachusetts make the 
assignment of the Judge who will 
handle the trial, in Middlesex Sup- 
ertor Court: ~ “4 

He sent the three attorneys into 
conference to see ifthey could set- 
tle any of the differences, 

The result of the hours confer- 
ence between Atty Ewing on one 
hand, and Attys Finger and Court- 
ney on the other, was an agreement 
whereby the Assessors of Wil- 
mington could continue to work on 
the tax bills, but could not give 
them to the Tax Collector for 
further processing. 

Attorney Finger is the City Sol- 
ictor of Chelsea, and in recent 
years he was Assistant Counsel 
for the (US) House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, 

Attorney Courtney is a former 
Town Manager of Wilmington, and 
is now an Associate Professor of 
Government at Boston University.

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KNOCKING OUT THE CORNERSTONE 


The strangest thing about the current 
controversy over land values, Industrial and Commer- 
celal, is that the smaller members of the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce are about the only people 
who can see the handwriting on the wall, to use 
a metaphor, 

The Town Manager and his assistants have set 
up circumstances whereby the entire town’s land 
structure is endangered, 

Ever since 1954, when Professor Goodwin of 
Harvard was hired to give advice, the town has 
in effect been having a ‘land bank,’ in which lands 
were set aside for future use and deliberately kept 
out of the hands of speculators who would only 
seek to build more homes. 

Wilmington, with its 1500 or 1600 acres of 
Industrial land, has enough land for industrial 
purposes to last until the year 2000, 

It would be impossible to sell all the land now, 
or within the next ten years, even though a little 
is being sold every few months, 

But the townhas gained tremendous advantages 
from this land bank - and our tax rate has been 
kept down, because of the smaller number of homes 
that have been built. 

Now the Industrial land owners are being forced 
to the wall, They cannot pay the taxes and keep 
their land, They cannot sell the land for industry, 

It can be predicted that there will be a large 
amount of Industrial land that will be offered 
for rezoning, if not in the Special Town Meeting 
-of October 5, then in the next Special Town Meet- 


ing. 

"No land owner who is being taxed thousands 
of dollars this year will want to have another such 
-tax next year. y 

The peculiar circumstances are such that these 
land owners will be joined by others who have axes 
to grind, 

The people who want to build homes will join 
in, to reduce the size of houselots, in the land that 
will be rezoned to Residential, Disaffected town 
employees, who had an ax to grind last year, and 
ground it exceedingly sharp, will join in too, if 
only to discomfort the Town Hall, 

It will be just like a row of dominoes, The 
first will fall, the second will follow, then the 
third will also - and so on, 

And Wilmington, a town that has done an awful 
lot of work for the future, will sacrifice all of that 
work, 

The cornerstone of our edifice has already been

In a more detailed list, Wilmington, in the past 
en 'S has: 

; i Had a complete exclusion of residential 
construction in the Industrial Zones. 

2. Encouraged the development of the town in 
the central areas, so as to minimize costs to the 
town, by having large house lots in the peripheral 
areas. 

3. Assessed vacant lands in the largest lots 
and industrial zones realistically, as to the actual 
market demand, 

The dangers now are: 

1, Industrial land will now be rezoned to Resi- 
dential to reduce or avoid high tax costs, and 
enable a quick profitable sale, This will lead to 
the loss of Industrial lands, and to an excessively 
fast construction of homes, 


2, 


The excessive construction of homes will 


lead to more schools and higher taxes, 

3. This will be exactly the reverse of the policy 
in which smaller firms, with growth potential were 
urged to locate’ in- Wilmington and to buy sufficient 
land for future extension, so that Wilmington would 


benefit by their success, 


Instead, .the new policy will directly penalize 
the firms who are willing to grow with the town - 
e.g. General Thermodynamics and such companies,
